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PITTSBURGH, Jan. 27 (UP)— 
United States Steel Corp. today 
proposed to the CIO United Steel 
Workers return to the open shop, 
penalties for wildcat strikes and 
violation of union responsibilities 
and full freedom of the company 
to manage its business and direct 
its working forces without union 
obstruction. 

“Big Steel's“ 1947 program for 


labor relations was handed to CIO 
President Philip Murray at the 
second conference of negotiations 
for a new wage agreement with 
the union. 

The corporation called on the 
union to accept joint responsibil- 


ity for peaceful relations and un- 
interrupted operations. 

Maintenance of Membership. 
The present contract contains a 

“maintenance of membership“ 
clause in which employes who are 
members of the union must re- 
main in the union for the duration 
of the agreement. New employes 
are not required to join the union. 

In a closed shop only unionists 
may be hired, and in a union shop, 
new employes are required to join 
the union after a certain time. 

The corporation’s proposals dealt 
almost exclusively with non-eco- 
nomic, or non-cost issues and did 
not mention a general wage in- 
crease. 

Chief Points in Proposal. 

Principal points were: 

1. The agreement shall make 
clear that it binds the union, its 
officers and members to observe 
the conditions, bar strikes and 
slowdowns and provide penalties 
if the union members fail to 
“observe their commitments.” 

2. The agreement shall not 
abridge the Yundamental right 
of un employe to determine for 
himself, free from intimidation, 
coercion or discrimination from 

any source, Whether to be.a mem- 
ber of the union, 

Omission of economic factors in 
its proposals was in line with an 
agreement reached with the union 
at the opening session of the ne- 
gotiations last Friday. The ex- 
isting contract was extended from 
Feb. 15 to April 30 to permit study 
of cost factors, including portal- 
to-portal pay sults now pending 
against the company. 

Provisions Sought. 

In fixing the responsibilities of 
the union, the company proposed 
that the “agreement shall contain 
specific provision binding the 
union, all officers and representa- 
tives and workers represented by 
it “to the conditions that they: 

“1. Will not intimidate or 
coerce employes into joining the 

union or continuing their mem- 
bership in the union. 

“2. Will not engage in union 
activity on company time. 

“3. Win not authorize, insti- 
gate, aid, condone or participate 
in a strike, slowdown or any 
other interference with opera- 
tions, or in picketing of the 
company's plants or premises 
for any purpose. 

“4. Will take affirmative ac-

Royal Dutch Airlines officials

McKellar, invited as a guest 
questioner, told Lilienthal to his 
face that you know nothing in 
the world about splitting the 
atom.“ McKellar said Lilienthal 
should have been greatly sur- 
prised when President Truman 
named him chairman of the 
atomic group. 

Lilienthal, former head of the 
Tennessee Valley Authority, 
turned in the witness seat to face 
McKellar and snapped: I'll say 
this, I did my damndest to keep 
out of it, but I failed.” 

The exchange took place at the 
end of a hearing by the Senate 
section of the Joint Congressional 
Committee on Atomic Energy. Mc- 
Kellar previously had called Lilien- 
thal “the head Communist of my 
state” of Tennessee. 

Lilienthal told the group he 
thought the atomic control com- 
mission would be “foolhardy” if it 
disregarded national defense as its 
prime objective “in the present 
state of international affairs.” 

No Prejudice Against Military. 

Specifically, in answer to 
question from Senator Vandenberg 
(Rep.), Michigan, he said there is 
no “prejudice” among the group 
against accepting military advice. 

McKellar, who opposed Lilien- 
thal throughout his career as TVA 
chairman, wanted to know the ex- 
act date when Lilienthal first 
knew that the Government was 
experimenting with atomic fission. 

Lilienthal said it was when the

EGYPT CALLS OFF 
TALKS ON REVISED 
BRITISH TREATY 


Bevin Declares Troops 
Will Stay Until New 
Pact Is Made, De- 


nounces Cairo Cabinet. 


LONDON, Jan. 27 (UP)—For- 
eign Minister Ernest Bevin told 
the House of Commons today that 
unless Egypt establishes a more 
representative government, Brit- 
ain will adhere to a 1936 treaty 
which allows it to maintain mili- 
tary bases in Egypt until 1956. 

Bevin thus answered Egypt's 
decision to break off talks on 
revision of the treaty and to ask 
the United Nations Security Coun- 
cil to intervene in a dispute over 
the presere of British troops in 
Egypt and control of the Sudan. 

Egyptian Premier Mohamoud 
Fahmy Nokrashi Pasha informed 
the Chamber of Deputies in Cairo 
today that Egypt would take its 
case to the U.N. 

Bevin did not mention the 
Egyptian move, except to say that 
Egypt had decided to break off 
direct negotiations that had con- 
tinued for many months. 

Bevin Reviews Talks. 

Bevin, in a lengthy review of 
the negotiations, said it was un- 
fortunate that Britain had been 
forced to deal with a minority 
government in Egypt. Egyptian 
party politics, he said, were re- 
sponsible for the breakdown in 
negotiations. 

“Tf we can deal with a more 
fully representative Egyptian Gov- 
ernment and “negotiations can 
avoid being subject to Egyptian 
party politics, there can be a much 
better chance of carrying it 
through to a successful conclu- 
sion,” Bevin said.

Egypt, in addition to seeking the 
immediate withdrawal of British 
troops, also seeks to annex the 
Sudan. Under the 1£°3 treaty, the 
area is ruled jointly by Egypt and 
Britain. 

Bevin said he could not agree to 
the Egyptian viewpoint on Sudan. 
‘Th. }.<ople (of the Sudan) should 
have the ultimate right of self- 
determination and independence if 
they wish,” Bevin said.

Residents of Tel Aviv 
and Jerusalem Hebrew 
Quarters Under House 
Arrest — Former City 
Surrounded. 


JERUSALEM, Jan, 27 (AP)— 
The abduction of two Britons re 
sulted in the placing of 90,000 
Palestine Jews under house arrest 
today. British military forces also 
postponed the hanging scheduled 
for tomorrow of an alleged Jewish 
underground terrorist, 

Police officials said the abduc« 
tion of a British banker in Jeru- 
salem and a British judge in Tel 
Aviv apparently were efforts by 


the Irgun Zvai Leumi, under- 
ground organization, to head off 
the execution of an alleged Irgun 
member convicted of participating 
in an attack on a police station. 

Lt. Gen. Sir Evelyn Barker or- 
dered an indeterminate delay in 
the hanging of the man, Dov Bela 
Groner, 33 years old. The delay 
was granted when a Palestine ate 
torney acting on behalf of Gros 
ner's sister in Lancaster, Pa., Mra, 
Helen Friedman, took steps to ap- 
peal the case to the Privy Council, 
Britain's supreme court, 

A riot broke, out today in the 
Jerusalem central prison, where 
Groner is confined. Police said 
both Jews and Arabs were injured 
and two British constables were 
hurt seriously. They added that 
the trouble started when prisoners 
began shouting against failure to 
commute Groner’s sentence, 

Judge Seized in Court. 

The military imposed a strict 
curfew an 90,000 persons in Jewish 
sections of Jerusalem and Tel 
Aviv a few hours after an armed 
group described by police as 14 
Jewish men and a Jewish woman, 
abducted Judge Ralph Windham 
from the Tel Aviv district court, 

The curfew in the two cities 
was made effective from dusk to 
dawn until further notice. 

A British radio announcem 
not attributed to any Governmen 
source, said: 

“In view of the danger of kid- 
naping, all British civilians are 
advised to remain in their homes 
or other places believed to be safe. 
Apparently your lives may be in 
danger.” 

Lt. Gen. Sir Alan Cunningham, 
Palestine High Commissioner, 
called two members of the Jewish 
Agency, Eliezer Kaplan and Mrs. 
Golda Myerson, to the government 
house for a conference on the kid- 
napings. 

Cunningham issued what amount. 
ed to an ultimatum to Jewish lead- 
ers, warning that if the two Brit- 
ons were not returned unharmed 
within a stated period, British 
troops would take over “certain 
sections” of Palestine. | 

Police said they had no clues as 
to the whereabouts of Judge 
Windham, heir to a British baron- 
etcy, or of H. A. I. Collins, banker 
and former British army major, 
kidnaped from his home in Jeru- 
salem last night. 

The automobile in which Wind- 
ham was taken away was found 
abandoned in Ramat Gan, rei 
Aviv suburb. This was the scene 
of the attack on a police station 
for which Groner had been sen- 
tenced to die tomorrow. 

Tel Aviv Surrounded. 

Private sources said all of Tel 
Aviv was surrounded by airborne | 
troops and that all automobiles 
and busses were being searched 
as they left-the city. 

When the alarm sounded shortly 
after Windham's abduction, Tel 
Aviv's Mediterranean beach was 
crowded with thousands of prom . 
enaders on the warmest day of 
recent weeks. Within five minutes | 
the beach and promenade had 
been cleared and downtown 
streets emptied 

Unofficial sources said the ab- 
ductors of Judge Windham were 
well dressed and apparently ar- 
rived at the Tel Aviv court build- 
ing in three taxicabs. They ad- 
dressed the judge in Hebrew and 
ordered him to accompany them. 
The courtroom was partly filled, 
but no case was in progress. 

Windham was reported to have 
been still in his black judicial robe 
and white wig when the gang, 
wielding both revolvers and tom- 
my guns, escorted him out a rear 
entrance of the court to a@ car. 
The abductors were said to be 
eight men and two women. 

Troops Search Jerusalem.

Proposes Allied Conference for Approving

Government Is Established. 


LONDON, Jan. 27 (AP)—Russia 
turned a diplomatic cold shoulder 
today on an informal American 
suggestion to the Big Four foreign

MOSCOW, Jan. 27 (AP)—Prav- 
da declared yesterday that the 
United States would “undermine 
the very foundation of internation- 


al collaboration” if it followed the 
foreign relations program advo 
cated by two Republican leaders, 
Senator Arthur H. Vandenberg 
and John Foster Dulles. 

The Communist party newspa- 
per said that Vandenberg’s blue- 
print of foreign policy, outlined in, 
a speech in Cleveland Jan. 11, was 
a “consistent frank program of 
imperialist expansion. 

Dulles’s proposal for a linking 
of Germany's economy with such 
Européan neighbors as France, 
Belgium and The Netherlands was 
described as “an American vari- 
ant of Churchill's notorious plan 
for a United States of Europe.” 

(Vandenberg said in Washing- 
ton he had “no comment” on the 
Pravda article. As chairman of 
the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, he may accompany 
Secretary of State Marshall to the 
meeting of the four-power foreign 
ministers in Moscow in March. 
Duiles has been under frequent 
attack by the Russians for his 
German economic plan, outlined 
in a New York speech Jan. 17. 
He is a member of the United 
States delegation to the United 
Nations General Assembly and 
was Gov. Thomas E. Dewey's for- 
eign affairs adviser during the 
1944 presidential campaign.) 

Pravda said that Vandenberg 
demanded “firmness” in American 
dealings with Russia, and “al- 
though after ‘firmness’ he men- 
tions ‘friendliness,’ the meaning 
of this terminology coming from 
Vandenberg’s lips leaves no 
doubts.” 

(Vandenberg referred in his 
Cleveland speech to “our present 
rugge@ policy of firm but friend- 
ly candor” toward Russia.) 

The newspaper said Vanden- 
berg’s assertion that the United 
States should “freshen” Pan- 
American solidarity in the face of 
a “threatening wave of Commun- 
ism” meant simply that the United 
States wanted to “force upon Lat- 
in American countries the so 
called All-American defense plan.” 

Vandenberg favors “more active 
intervention in Chinese affairs,” 
and opposes bilateral trade agree- 
ments, Pravda said. His state 
ment that the great power unity 
rule was both the strength and 
weakness of the United Nations 
“gave him away” as an opponent 
of such unity, the newspaper 
added. 

(Vandenberg, referring to the 
veto power in the U. N., said “the 
necessity for unanimity among the 
five great powers is both strength 
and weakness to its arm.”) 

Of Dulles, the article said it was 
not surprising that his plan for 
Germany had evoked alarm among 
“most progressive sober circles in 
the United States.” 

Other Russian newspapers and 
commentators blamed the United 
States for the governmental] crisis 
in Italy and asserted that the 
Americans had a military interest 
in Near and Middle East oll de- 
velopments. Several commenta- 
tors said that the resignation of 
Alcide de Gasperi as Italian Pre- 
mier, shortly after his visit to the 
United States, was brought about 
by American pressure and the 
promise of economic assistance to 
Italy if he complied. 

THe Government newspaper Iz- 
vestia, summing up the Soviet at- 
titude, said, “the Government cri- 
sis continues in Italy. How it will 
be settled is still unknown. But 
no real solution can be reached by 
ignoring the will of the demo- 
cratic masses.” 

In a lengthy survey of British 


ministers’ deputies that the Allies 
impose an unconventional “peace 
statute” on Germany, foregoing a 
formal treaty. 

Ignoring the suggestion, a Rus- 
sian memorandum to the Western 
deputies proposed instead that the 
four major powers draft a formal 
treaty, sponsor a peace confer- 
ence to approve it, and then sub- 
mit it for ratification by the 
“German state.” 

Under the plan, the Council of 
Foreign Ministers would write the 
final treaty text after hearing 
suggestions at an international 
conference of active belligerents. 
The plan would be submitted to 
Allied nations who declared war 
but did not put forces in the field. 
Then it would go to the German 
state. 

The memorandum said a peace 
conference should be called only 
“when a central government is 
established which is recognized as 
suitable to accept” a treaty. 

American sources said a clari- 
fication of the memorandum 
would be sought. 

The suggestion to impose a 
peace statute on Germany was 
made last week to the deputies, 
meeting here to lay the ground- 
work for the German and Austrian 
treaties, by American Delegate 
Robert Murphy. 

The deputies decided today to 


set up a subcommittee for imme- 
diate study of the military clauses 
of the treaty with Austria. The 
study was proposed by the United 
States delegate Gen. Mark W. 
Clark. The deputies also ordered, 
at Russia’s suggestion, the Allied 
Control Commission in Austria to 
make a factual report on demili- 
tarization measures there. 

Poland and Greece, appearing 
before the deputies’ German and 
Austrian sections, made their ap- 
peals for reparations and peace 
guarantees. Poland estimated its 
material losses alone at 311. 
700,000,000, or 88 per cent of 
the “substance of our materia! 
wealth.” It renewed its claim to 
40,000 square miles of prewar 
German territory along the Oder 
and Neisse rivers which it has 
been administering under the 
Potsdam agreement. 

Greece made a formal demand 
for reparations from Austria. 
but fixed no precise figure. It 
said Germany probably would be 
unable to settle fully all claims 
coming from many quarters, and 
Greece believed Austria should 
assume a “just share” of the re- 
sponsibility. Greece also contend 
ed Austrian properties in Greece 
should be made available. 


Americans are presiding over 
both the German and Austrian 
sections this week ‘and hope to 
speed up work on the treaties. 
Gen, Clark is chairman of the 
Austrian section and Murphy of 
the German.

$300,000,000 Additional 


Wanted for ‘Government 
and Relief Expenses. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 27 (AP)— 
President Truman today asked 
Congress to appropriate $300,000- 


000 to supplement War Depart- 


ment funds for “government and 
relief in occupied areas.” 

The supplemental appropriation 
was among seven requests total- 
ing $311,415,300 for Government 
operating costs for the current 
fiscal year. 

A previous appropriation of 
$425,000,000 had been made for 
government and relief in occupied 
areas for the 1947 fiscal year. 
The President also asked per- 
mission for the Navy Department 
to transfer $297,260,350 in avai- 
able funds to cover pay increases 
of $168,000,000 for military person- 
nel and $76,000,000 in civilian per- 
sonnel. | 
The administration, in its 1948 
fiscal budget, asked a total of 
$725,000,000 for government and 
relief in occupied territory. To- 
day's request would bring the 
funds available for this work up 
to that figure for the current fis- 
cal year. ~ 
Other requests for supplemental 
appropriations included: 

Treasury, $3,520,100, for opera- 
tion of the Division of Disburse- 
ment, covering work which had 
not been anticipated, and $981,000 
to care for increased work load 
in Bureau of Customs, 

Office of Temporary Controls, 
$5,950,000, This agency has taken 
over supervision of remaining ac- 
tivities of the Office of Price Ad- 
ministration and Civilian Produc- 
tion Administration. 

Office of Defense Transporta- 
tion, $143,000, to carry on activ- 
ities from April 30 to June 30, be- 
cause of freight car shortage. 

The White House said the sup- 
plemental estimates were antic- 
ipated in the 1948 budget and 
would not affect the slight operat- 
ing surplus the President antici- 
pated for the new fiscal year.

No Time Lag’ for Prep- 
aration in Next War, 
He Tells Women’s Pa- 


triotic Conference. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 277 (AP)— 
Secretary of War Patterson lists 
universal training, a volunteer 
regular Army, and enough money 
for essential operations as basic 
requirements “adequate to safe- 
guard the nation.” 


He described the citizen training 
program as a must“ in an address 
last night before the twenty-first 
Women's Patriotic Conference on 
National Defense. 


“In the past there has been—or 
we have been able to take—time 
to train those men between the 
hour when the war cloud first 
loomed on the horizon and the 
hour when thé storm hit us,” Pat- 
terson said. 


In the future there will be no 
time lag during which we can 
prepare. Our first inkling of ac- 
tual hostilities may be bombs and 
guided ‘missiles crashing into our 
cities. .. . Only trained men, dis- 
ciplined to co-operative effort in 
an emergency, can meet the need 
of that hour. The time to train 
those men is now; the means, uni- 
versal military, training.” 
Patterson told the conference, 
composed of representatives of 29 
women’s patriotic organizations, 
that the Army’s budget of $6,700,- 
000,000 “has been cut to fit the 
minimum basic needs of the Army 
in carrying out the assignments 
given to us by the American 
people.” 
The conference asked the 
American Degion Auxiliary to fur- 
nish the chairman for the next 
conference, Mrs. David D. 0 
Osceola Mills, Pa., was re-elected 
secretary, and Mrs. Frederick C.

SENATOR THINKS 
RUSSIA IS BUILDING 
FISSION PLANT 


McMahon Suspects Proj- 
ect Is in Urals—Urges 
Swap of Atomic Knowl- 
edge for Controls. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 27 (AP)— 
Senator "McMahon (Dem.), Con- 
necticut, said today he suspects 
Russia is developing an atomic 
fission plant” in the Ural moun- 
tains while American and Soviet 
officials are debating plans for 
world-wide atomic control and 
disarmament. 

The former chairman of the 
special congressional committee on 
atomic energy said in a speech 
in the Senate that the United 
States must “swap atomic knowl- 
edge for atomic control” immedi- 
ately or face eventual destruction. 

McMahon, who three months 
ago proposed a compromise con- 
trol plan designed to get around 
Russia's insistence on the right of 
veto, pleaded anew for its accept- 
ance, asserting: 

“Tt is in the interest of our own 
security, to get inspectors behind 
the high walls now so that we 
may know what is going on now. 
before it becomes possible for us 
to be shocked into awareness by 
the sudden explosion of an atomic 
bomb in our midst, 

Other Nations at Work. 

“Today we have no way of 
knowing what other countries are 
doing about atomic weapons or 
how far they have advanced, But 
this much we do know. Other na- 
tions are working hight and day 
on the problem. So long as we do 
not have exact knowledge we be- 
come prey to fear and suspicion. 

“For example,” McMahon said, 
“A news report out of the Soviet 
Union not long ago stated that 
their chief nuclear scientist, Peter 
Kapitza, had been sent to Siberia 
as punishment for some crime. It 
seems obvious to me that a more 
likely explanation is that Kapitza 
is now busily at work behind the 
Urals constructing an atomic fis- 
sion plant. However, I cannot 
prove it. I do not know and none 
of us know and there is no way 
of knowing. : 

“Until we have international 
control coupled with an effective 
inspection system, we will never 
know who is producing atomic 
bombs or at what moment, or at 
what target, they may choose to 
launch them, Until we have such 
control we will never dare release 
atomic energy for the peaceful uses 
which might raise standards of 
living among the peoples of the 
world to the point where they 
would have no interest in the 
siren song of Soviet propaganda.” 

Prediction on Peacetime Uses, 


McMahon ‘said competent scien- 
tists have told him that if work- 
able controls were in existence 
now, within “five years we could 
have peacetime use of atomic 
energy on an ever-widening scale.” 

But, he said, the world is “en- 
gaged in a mad race for atomic 
armament” because Russia and 
the United States have not agreed 
on such controls or on other dis- 
armament including prohibitions 
against warfare with rockets and 
erms. 

„There is nothing we can do to 
prevent others from learning how 
to make atomic bombs, because 
tne book of nature is open to all,” 
McMahon said. “We could hide 
our so-called ‘secrets’ in the deep- 
est vault at Fort Knox and shoot 
all our scientists, and other na- 
tions still will learn how to make 
atomic bombs.”

Exuberant Singer From Tennessee Borrowed 
Money and Ran Away, Started Career 


in Greenwich 


Village Cafe.

NEW YORK, Jan. 27 (UP)— 
Grace Moore, the opera star who 
boasted that she “took the high 
hat off opera” will probably be 
buried in Tennessee, friends said 
today. 

Funeral arrangements awaited 
word from her husband, Valentin 
Parera, the Spanish actor, whose 
iliness had kept her in Europe. 
Miss’ Moore, 45 years old, died 
Sunday in a plane crash at Copen- 
hagen while on a concert tour. 

A few days before she died, she 
told Danish newspaper men that 
she had just finished her memoirs. 
“Many people write their mem- 
oirs,” she said, “when they are old 
and forgotten. I want to write 
mine while I am still on top and 
feel I can give people somethinr 
through my singing and not only 
just by memories.“ 

As she boarded the plane yes- 
terday, she told them: “I have 
told you all my past. Only the 
future is left for me.” 

A few minutes later she was 
dead. 

Thousands of telegrams from 
friends and admirers poured into 
the New York office of her secre- 
tary today. To them she was the 
exuberant, headstrong girl from 
Tennessee, golden-haired, blue- 
eyed, good-humor and likeable, 
who succeeded in musical comedy, 
opera and films because she 
would never acknowledge defeat. 

She once sang the aria from 
“Tosca” and “Minnie the Moocher” 
on the same program at the Roxy 
theater—and got $10,000 a week 
for it because the people who 
loved her good humor jammed the 
theater. 


In her autobiography, “Ywuu’re 
Only Human Once,” published in 
1944, she acknowledged that some 
critics said she did not have a 
good voice, “but I do have a voice 
that has made people listen, that 
seemed to make people happy and 
exhilarated;” she said. 


Her story was that of an Amer- 
ican girl who was confident she 
could do anything she wanted to. 

She was born on the outskirts 
of Del Rio, Tenn., a hamlet she 
called Slabtown, and was reared 
in Jellico, Tenn. 

She played on the high school 
basketball team. 

She sang in the church choir 
and at 13 gave up her ambition 
to be a missionary to China after 
hearing Mary Garden at a Nash- 
ville concert. 

“You're not going on the stage, 
and that’s final,” said her father, 
Richard L. Moore. 

She went to Ward-Belmont Col- 
lege in Nashville, the Wilson- 
Green School of Music in Wash- 
ington. As a promising student, 
she sang with the great Giovanni 
Martinelli in a school concert, and 
a critic wrote, “The lion and the 
mouse gave a concert.” 

The mouse, then 16, borrowed 
some money and ran away. She 
got a job in the Black Cat Cafe 
in Greenwich Village. Her voice 
failed, and her friends told her it 
was not strong enough. Her fam- 
ily tried to get her to come home. 

She got a minor part in a musi- 
cal comedy, “Suite Sixteen,” and 
was stranded in Oklahoma. Re- 
turning to New York, she regis- 
tered at an expensive hotel with

only 25 cents in her purse, and 
went looking for a job. She got 
one as a substitute for Julia San- 
derson in Jerome Kern's “Kitchy- 
Koo.” 

“A star is born,” wrote the late 
Alexander Woollcott. 


Rejected for Opera. 
She tried to crash into opera, 
but Giulio Gatti-Casazza, then gen- 
eral manager of the Metropolitan, 
and Artur Bodanzy, conductor 
said no. 
In sing Miss 
Moore said. 
“Bet you don't,“ said Otto Kahn, 
the impressario. ; 
Tu bet I do. I'll bet $100 I do, 
within two years,” she said. 
She collected the bet from Kahn 
with two weeks to go. A special 
train from Tennessee brought her 
relatives, friends, the governor and 
his party to her debut as Mimi in 
“La Boheme.” She took 12 curtain 
calls and stayed two seasons. She 
sang before six Presidents and six 
kings; and six foreign countries 
decorated her. She is the only 
American singer whose name is 
inscribed on the golden plaque 
outside the Opera Comique in 
Paris.

Work in Films. 

Next came the films. She 
crashed Hollywood to popularize 
opera through the movies. She 
withdrew after making “A Lady’s 
Morals” and “The New Moon.” 
Her friends said, “too bad.” She 
went to Europe, meeting Parera 
on shipboard. They were married 
in Cannes, France, on July 22, 
1931. 

She swept back to Hollywood 
and made “One Night of Love.” 
It won her a gold medal from 
the Academy of Arts and Science. 
She followed with other film tri- 
umphs, “Love Me Forever,” “The 
King Steps Out,“ When You're in 
Love” and “I'll Take Romance. 

After her death, Temple Univer- 
sity hospital officials at Phila- 
delphia revealed Miss Moore had 
an operation six years ago to have 
a tumor removed from her throat. 
The operation, performed by Dr. 
Chevalier Jackson assisted by his 
son, Dr. C. L. Jackson, left her 
voice unimpaired. But she re 
turned quietly every year to see 
if the tumor had returned. 

During the war she crossed the 
continent several times, singing in 
Army camps. Miss Moore volun- 
teered early for the USO. Even 
before a schedule wag set up, she 
took her own accompanist, paid 
her own way, sacrificing concerts 
to travel from one camp to an- 
other. 

She went to Europe last June 
She had planned to return for an 
engagement at the Metropolitan 
this winter, but remained with 
her husband at their Riviera 
villa after his serious throat op. 
eration. She tried to. crowd as 
much into her time as possible, 
flying from one engagement to 
another, including many for occu- 
pation troops. Then she hurried 
back to her husband.

Grace Moore recently canceled 
a scheduled concert in St. Louis 
for March 12. Late last month, 


her secretary notified Guy Golter- 
man, under whose sponsorship she 
was to sing at Kiel Auditorium, 
that Miss Moore was remaining 
in Europe owing to the illness of 
her husband, Valentin Parera. 


Miss Moore's last appearance 
here was on Oct. 25, 1941, when 
she sang the title role in Puccini's 
“La Tosca” at Kiel Auditorium. 
The production was presented by 
the St. Louis Grand Opera Asso- 
clatlon. 

It had been announced last May 
that Miss Moore, assisted by an 
SO-piece orchestra, would give a 
concert in Kiel Auditorium con- 
vention hall on Saturday, July 13. 
That date was changed subse- 
quently because she had been su- 
perstitious and finally the concert 
was canceled and the March 12 
date set. 

A recent letter from Helen Mat- 
thews, Miss Moore’s secretary, to 
Golterman said: “In her own 
words, she wrote me: “The thing 
that worries me is Mr. Golterman, 
whom I do not wish to disappoint 
or put in a bad spot, but if Val’s 
health does not permit it there is 
reason for postponing until next 
season.

IN ILLINOIS DEALS 


Apparently Effort to Hide 


Identity of Speculators 
Who Profited While 
Franklin County In- 
curred Loss.

BENTON, III. Jan. 27—Names 
of the original purchasers of cer- 
tain tax-delinquent properties in 
Franklin county were not entered 
on the tax certificates. apparently 
in an effort to conceal the iden- 
tity of speculators who reaped 


fancy profits while the county in- 
curred losses on the deals, the 
Post-Dispatch learned today. 

State’s Attorney J. Max Mitchell 
has listed the three county super- 
visors, Chairman Roy Dye, Alex 
Dixon and Walter Schmitt, among 
the purchasers of tax-delinquent 
properties. Mitchell, who has re- 
quested state aid in investigating 
the sales, says that 6385 parcels 
which sold for a total of $64,494 
should have brought “at least 
$1,000,000.” 

Theodore McGonagil, manager 
of a store at Ziegler, III., who 
bought 10 pieces of property for 
$225, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
his name did not appear as the 
original assignee on any of his 
property tax certificates because 
Dye issued the certificates in 
blank. 

What the Records Show. 

Records in the county treasur- 
er's office show that Dixon—not 
McGonagil—paid for the certifi- 
cates. 

McGonagil said he had negotiat- 
ed the purchase with Dye, but 
didn't want to wait while the cer- 
tificates were being prepared, so 
he had Dixon “pick them up” for 
him. Although the county super- 
visor paid the purchase price at 
the treasurer's office and brought 
the certificates to him, Dixon did 
not act as agent for McGonagil, 
nor was McGonagil acting as 
agent for the supervisor, McGon- 
agil asserted. 

McGonagil said he had bought 
“several”. tracts, but declined to 
disciose the number, the cost or 
the amount he had sold them for. 
Records in the county treasurer’s 
office show that 10 pieces of prop- 
erty in Ziegler were sold for taxes 
in February, March and April of 
1945 in three deals aggregating 
$225. In each case, Dixon's name 
appeared on the receipt as the 
person who paid the purchase 
Price. 

One of the deals, negotiated on 
March 25, 1945, involved six par- 
cels, including the Blue Goose 
Tavern. This property was in-

LEAPS 10 HIS DEATH 


Man, Falling From Empire 
State Building, Hits and 
Injures Woman. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 27 (AP) — 
David H. Gordon Jr., 28 years old, 
leaped to his death yesterday 
from the eighth-sixth floor of the 
Empire State Building and his 
hurtling body struck and injured 
seriously a woman on the side- 
walk. — 

The pedestrian was Mrs. Mer- 

vin S. Coover, 51, of Ames, Ia., 
wife of the head of the electrical 
engineering department at Iowa 
State College. She suffered neck 
and arm injuries and abrasions. 
Today her condition had improved 
some but it was still critical, hos- 
pital employes said. 
Police said Gordon made the 
1000-foot leap from the world’s 
tallest building after telling Navy 
Chief Petty Officer James Lam- 
bert, another visitor on the ob- 
servation floor, I'm going to 
jump.” Lambert, unable to dis- 
suade Gordon, called to two 
guards who rushed toward Gor- 
don but missed him inches, 

Max Furman, an assistant state 
attorney genenal, identified Gor- 
don as his nephew. He said Gor- 
don had been “depressed” since 
his release from the Army on a 
medical discharge a year ago. 


Gordon's father, a salesman 
from Miami, Fla., said at Atlanta 
last night that his son won a Har- 
vard University scholarship from 
Atlanta -Boys’ High School but 
was unable to continue his studies

Richard Johnson, operator of 
the Johnson Finance Co. at 
Thompsonville, III., told the Post- 
Dispatch he had purchased 719 
pieces of property from Dye, who 
left the assignee's name blank on 
all the certificates. Johnson said 
he later was told to write in his 
own name on this space and to 
type a form of assignment on the 
back of each certificate when he 
resold the property. 

Johnson contended that a pre- 
viously published figure of $462 
as the amount he had paid for 
the parcels was not correct. He 
asserted he had paid about $3000 
for the tracts, but on, questioning 
acknowledged the $3000 included 
taxes due in 1945 on the proper- 
ties. 

Most of the pieces have been re- 
sold, he asserted, saying that he 
had realized “some profit” but 
declining to say how much. 

Inquiry Under Way. 

Dye acted as special agent for 
the Board of Supervisors in tak- 
ing over tax-delinquent properties 
and selling them, the resale prices 
being left to his discretion. 

Mitchell has announced he is 
investigating to determine whether 
Dye's activities constitute a vio- 
lation of the Illinois Corrupt Prac- 
tices Act. This act, he said, makes 
it a misdemeanor for any super- 
visor or county eommissioner in 
his term of office to hold any 
other office by appointment or 
election of the board of which he 
is a member. 

Dye was paid $7 a day, plus a 
mileage allowance, for his serv- 
ices as specia] agent. 

M. H. Detweiler, a vice presi- 
dent of the Ziegler Coal & Coke Co., 
told the Post-Dispatch he had pur- 
chased about 30 pieces of tax- 
delinquent property from Dye. He 
said Dye left blank the space for 
the assignee’s name on each tax 
certificate, giving him to under- 
stand this was to be filled in 
with the name of the final 
purchaser. Detweiler said he paid 
about $1700 for the tracts, and 
sold them for approximately 


Joe Cherry, a Ziegler miner, 
said he bought the tax certificate 
on his four-room frame home 
from Detweiler for $150 early in 
1945. Detweiler's name did not 
appear on the certificate, he 
stated. 

Mrs. Mary Raski of Ziegler said 
she went to the county treasurer's 
office in March 1945, while her 
husband, John, was serving with 
the Army in New Guinea, to settle 
the tax bill on her five-room 
frame home. She was told the 


property had been sold and was 
referred to Dixon. 

“Dixon told me he'd have to see 
John Tolbert of Ziegler, who had 
the certificate,” she said. That 
evening, Dixon came over and told 
me the price on my property, my 
father’s home and my sister-in 
law’s home would be $500. He said 
that was what Tolbert wanted.” 
The three homes finally were re- 
purchased from Tobert for $400,

St. Louis Woman Tells of Difficul- 
ties in Clearing Title. 
Mrs, Edna Thorpe, owner of a 
house in Ziegler who is now living 
in St. Louis, told the Post-Dispatch 
today of her experiences in at- 
tempting to clear title to her 
house after a tax certificate on 
it had been sold to a Ziegler friend 
of members of the Franklin Coun- 
ty Board of Supervisors. 
John Tolbert of Ziegler pur- 
chased a tax certificate for five 
pieces of property for a total of 
$300 in April 1945. Mrs. Thorpe’s 
five-room frame house, valued at 
about $2500, and the 60 by 100 foot 
lot on which it stands was one 
of the pieces Tolbert bought. 
Mrs. Thorpe, a widow, was living 
in the house. Her two sons, Leon 
and Darrell, were overseas in the 
Army. * 
Tolbert came to see her three 
days after he bought the tax cer- 
tificate and demanded $150 from 
her for her piece of property. She 
offered him $75, which was $15 
more than he paid if the value of 
each of the five pieces is comput- 
ed at $60. Tolbert refused. 

Mrs. Thorpe then went to see 
Dye and Dixon to see what could 
be done. 

“Both told me,” she said, “that 
the best thing to do was to pay 
Tolbert the $150. When I asked 
about redeeming the property by 
paying up the delinquent taxes, 
they said that ‘with compound 
interest’ it would cost me much 
more than the $150.” 

On the advice of the county 
treasurer, Mrs. Thorpe continued, 
she paid a tax of about $25 for 
the year 1944 in May 1945. Last 
year, she sent a money order for 
the 1945 tax from St. Louis. The 
money order was returned with 
the notation that Tolbert had 
already paid the tax. 

Three months ago, she learned 
that Mrs. Ruby Butler of Ziegler 
had purchased the tax certificate 
for her property from Tolbert, 
and obtained a tax title deed. 
Mrs. Butler wanted $250 for the 
certificate from Mrs. Thorpe. 

Mrs. Thorpe, who came to St. 
Louis to keep house for her son 
Darrell, an electrical engineering 
student at Washington. University, 
now does not know what she can 
do to regain undisputed title to 
her house at a fair price. 
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because of poor health. He was 
accepted by the Army in 1941.

WEST FRANKFORT TEACHERS’ 
STRIKE CLOSES HIGH SCHOOL 


Entire Faculty of 37, Members of AFL 
Union, Demands Increase 
in Wages. 


Special to the Post-Pispatch. 

WEST FRANKFORT, III., Jan. 
27—All classes in the West Frank- 
fort high school were suspended 
today when the entire faculty of 
37, members of the AFL American 
Federation of Teachers, Local 817, 
went on strike for higher wages. 

The strike action was voted by 
the teachers last Friday night 
when their demand for a $400 an- 
nual increase for the current 
school year drew an offer of only 
$100 from the high school board 
of education. When the offer was 
rejected, the board notified the 
approximately 1000 students not 
to report today for classes, There 
has been no picketing. 

Luther Burpo, president of the 
board, said teachers are paid on a 
scale determined by their length 
of service and scholastic degrees. 
About 25 per cent of them have 
masters degrees and have been 
with the high school for 10 years. 
They receive base pay of $2730 
plus a $175 cost-of-living adjust- 
ment granted last year, Burpo 
said. 

Burpo said he knew of no meet- 
ings between teachers and the 
board scheduled for today. Gram- 
mar schools, under a separate 


‘board of education, were not in- 


volved, he said. Grammar school 
teachers are enrolled a separ- 
ate local of the AFT, he said. 

Edgar Bain, union president, 
said he anficipated no picketing 
or demonstrations. “We merely 
want to bring our plight to the 
attention of the public,” he said. 
“Our relations with the board 
have been friendly throughout the 
negotiations but the time for 
peaceful coercion is over.” 

Bain said the board would have 
a cash balance of $20,000 on June 
30 from which the increase, total- 
ing about $15,000, could be paid. 
Burpo agreed the board had about 
$18,000 on hand, but he said the 
increase asked for would nearly 
deplete the fund and leave little 
cash with which to begin the next 
school year. 

We have always operated on a 
cash basis,” he said, and we don't 
want to have to rely on tax antici- 
pation warrants next year. Our 
normal balance in previous pears 
was usually about $54,000.’ 

Students were reported neutral 
in the controversy. Their chief 
worry was that the unscheduled 
holiday might have to be made 
up next June or July.

AGAINST ST. LOUISAN 


Appeals Court Upsets Con- 
viction in Artificial Limb 
Anti-Trust Case. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 27 (UP)— 
The United States Court of Ap 
peals today unanimously reversed 
anti-trust convictions against five 
artificial limb manufacturing com- 
panies and three of their officers. 

The action upset judgments im- 


posed by the United States Dis- 
trict Court here against J. E. 
Hanger, Inc., a parent company 
with offices in Washington, and 
four associate firms at St. Louis, 
Chicago, Indianapolis and Dallas, 
Tex. The three officers were Jo- 
seph S. Branham, Chicago; Hugh 
H. Hanger, Philadelphia, and Me- 
Carthy Hanger, St. Louis. 


They were among 80 firms and 
individuals indicted Nov. 14 1945, 
on charges of conspiracy to fix 
prices on artificial limbs in viola- 
tion of the Sherman Anti-Trust 
Act. Sixty-three of the group did 
not contest the suit. The indict- 
ment was dismissed against nine. 
The other eight were involved in 
today’s case. 


Justice Wilbur K. Miller of the 
Appeals Court said the convictions 
could not stand becagse of errors 
committed by the trial court. He 
said the defendants had not been 
allowed adequate time to prepare 
their cases and obtain witnesses. 
He said they also were not allowed 
to cross-examine a Government 
witness. 


It is our opinion that the trial 
judge abused his discretion and 
acted arbitrarily and inga manner 
prejudicial to the substantial 
rights of the appellant .. Min- 
er said. 

Fines which had been imposed 
by the trial court ranged from 
$500 to $3000. Half of each fine 
had been suspended.

He said this would 
give the greatest percentage cut 
to those who need it most.) 

Bridges said he thinks some 
allowances must be made for the 
possibility that the Treasury will 
have to make extensive refunds 
on portal-to-portal pay judgments 
that might be obtained against 
employers. 

The portal-to-portal issue is be- 
ing threshed out by a judiciary 
subcommittee headed by Senator 
Donnell (Rep.), Missouri, with in- 
dications that some legislation 
may be sent to the floor this 
week.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27 (UP)— 
An administration official assured 
Congressmen today that Ameri- 
can interests will mot be tossed 
“recklessly tb the wolves’ under, 
the pending tariff reduction 
program. 

The assurances ¢ame from Lynn 
R. Edminster, chairman of the 
Government Fact-Finding Com- 
mittee which is holding hearings 
on proposed lower-tariff pacts 
with 18 other nations. 

Edminster said the United 
States could not afford to wait 
for world conditions to “stabilize” 
before negotiating lower trade 
barriers. He said the administra- 
tion's tariff policy was intended 
to increase world trade, thereby 
speeding international recovery 
and giving this country a “dollars 
and cents profit.” 

Chairman Harold Knutson 
(Rep.), Minnesota, of the House 
Ways and Means Committee said 
his group would meet early this 
week to consider a resolution to 
suspend the proposed tariff agree- 
ments. Representative Thomas A. 
Jenkins (Rep.), Ohio, author of 
the resolution, said the lower tar- 
iffs would drive many industries 
out of existence.

| [ ine 1947 telephone program for St. Louis County is to provide serv- 


ice for almost everyone now waiting. 


This does not mean that everyone to be served this year will get the 
type of telephone service he may want. But it will be the best service 
possible with available equipment in the area in which each person lives. 


We are continuing to plan and work 


ahead toward the time when 


everyone can have the type of telephone service he wants—when and 


where and how he wants it. 


This year, more than 200 million feet of wire and cable must be 
added throughout most sections of the County. 

At least two telephone buildings must be enlarged. 

Thousands of dollars worth of switchboards and other equipment 


must be installed. 


We are hopeful of meeting this goal despite the continued shortages 


of vital materials and equipment. 


Although we put im more than 5,000 new telephones in St. Louis 


County during 1946 by adding switchboards to almost every telephone 
office and 250 million feet of wire and cable, there are still more than 
2,000 people waiting for service, This is because new applications have 
been coming in faster than we could get equipment to take care of them, 
even though many more telephones have been connected to existing 
switchboards than the equipment was designed to handle. 

It is not possible to give each waiting customer the exact date when 
his telephone can be connected. Here, however, is the latest information 
on what’s being done to expand the telephone system in each part of the 
County and approximately when each job can be completed. The num- 
bers in the map correspond to the explanatory paragraphs below. 


These dates, of course, depend on an uninterrupted supply of materials 
and equipment.

Chinese Plane With 19 Aboard 
Still Reported as Missing. 

SHANGHAI, Jan. 27 (UP)—The 
China National Aviation Corp, an- 
nounced today that despite a day- 
long search there had been no 
word of a C-47 airliner missing 
since Saturday en route from Can- 
ton to Chungking. 

Nineteen persons were aboard, 
including the American pilot, Jack 
M. Blackmore. 

An airline official denied any 
knowledge of the reported discov- 
ery of the plane 50 miles from 
Chungking with all aboard dead.

Only American Aboard. 


Miss Moore was the only Ameri- 
can on the plane, according to a 
passenger list issued at Copen- 
hagen by KLM, the Dutch airline. 
The other dead included four 
Swedes, seven Danes, the six 
Dutch crew members and a Dutch 
colonial passenger, one Spaniard 
and two Frenchmen, 

Jean Louis Peltier, Miss Moore's 
pianist, and Count A. Stenbock, 
Prince Gustaf Adolf's aid, were 
listed among the dead. Also killed 
were Gerda Nuemann, a Danish 
singer and movie sta. widely 
known in Denmark, and her hus- 
band, Film Producer Jens Deu- 
now. 


The plane’s chief pilot was G. J. 
Geysendorffer, the Dutch line’s 
oldest pilot. Airline officials said 
that despite his age, he had been 
tested and passed as fit. He be- 
came a military flyer in 1918 and 
had flown throughout the World. 
Between 1927 and 1930 he was 
personal pilot to the late Van 
Lear Black, publisher of the Balti- 
more Sun, and accompanied him 
on a world tour 


The airliner was on an Amster- 
dam-Copenhagen-Stockholm run. 
It arrived at 2:50 p.m. (7:50 a.m. 
St. Louis time), picked up passen- 
gers, including Miss Moore and 
her party, and took off 41 minutes 
later. When it was only 150 feet 
aloft, it banked and crashed in 
flames. 

Miss Moore, interviewed only a 
few days ago by a reporter of the 
Copenhagen newspaper Berlingske 
Tidene, said: 

“It is wonderful to live and 
sing. It is a great thing to feel 
that one is able to help other 
people with one’s voice. I want to 
play in a new opera where the 
heroine does not die in the last 
scene or go mad. That is why I 
love Charpentier’s Louise.“ The 
girl is alive when the curtain 
falls — and it is wonderful to be 
alive, isn’t it!” 

Boy King a Possibility. 

Prince Gustaf Adolf, known to 
his people as “the rider prince,” 
was considered one of the best 
horsemen in Sweden. He had been 
active in the civic affairs of his 
country, serving as head of the 
Boy Scout movement and as 
supervisor of a national health 
program. 

His death leaves his 9-month-old 
son, Karl Gustaf, second in line 
for the throne, and raises the pos- 
sibility that Sweden some day 
may have a boy king. King Gustaf 
is 88. Crown Prince “ustaf Adolf, 
father of the dead prince and 
first in line of succession, is 64. 

Crown Prince Gustaf Adolf will | 
arrive in Copenhagen to claim his 
son's body tomorrow, it was an- 
nounced today.

70 CENTS FROM WARTIME PEAK 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 27 (AP)— 
Average weekly earnings of fac- 
tory workers in December came 
within 70 cents of peak wartime 
levels. for a much shorter work 
week, the Bureau of Labor statis- 


tics reported yesterday. 

The average in manufacturing 
industries last month was $46.83, 
largely because the hourly earn- 
ings had increased to $1.14. The 
average work week was 40.9 hours, 
the longest since January 1946, 
but 4% hours fewer than in Jan- 
vary 1945. 

Workers in durable goods aver- 
aged $49.50 for a 40.8-hour week 
and an hourly rate of $1.21. 

In ‘non-durable goods, weekly 
earnings averaged $44.08, while

morrow.” 

U.N. Secretary General Trygve 
Lie, in a report published last 
week on the establishment and 
management of the fund, said 
“that of all the urgent problems 
of reconstruction arising at the 
present time, none is more impor- 
tant than that of bringing about 
the rehabilitation of the younger 
generation.“ 

The General Assembly, in creat- 
ing the fund, declared that the 
urgent problem facing the United 
Nations is how to insure the sur- 
vival of these children.” The ob- 
jective of one square meal daily 
would cost in all about $20 per 
year for each child. It is planned 
to supplement national food sup- 
plies until they reach the level of 
700 calories or more daily. ; 

In addition, the fund may be 
able to supply funds for clothing, 
shoes, medical sppplies and aid 
to such institutions as orphanages 
and children’s homes.

Ten months ago, under the 
prodding of Walter E. Edge, then 
Governor, the New Jersey Legis- 
lature empowered the state to 
move in on labor disputes arising 
in public utilities. On March 2, 
New Jersey became the first of 
the 48 states to provide for col- 
lective bargaining and mediation 
under the state’s eye with state 
seizure and operation, if neces- 
gary, in plants supplying essential 
services. The announced purpose 
of the law was to guarantee an 
uninterrupted flow of vital public 


The seizure power has been 
invoked four times by the Gov- 
ernor since passage of the law. 
On one occasion state seizure 
and operation averted a wide- 
scale walkout; on three others, 
they followed surprise strikes 
and were instrumental in get- 
ting the workers back on the 
job. 

Delay by the workers, however, 
fin returning to state-seized plants 
prompted Gov. Edge, in his final 

e to the legislature on Jan. 
14 before retirement, to request 
the addition of teeth to the law. 
As originally introduced, the bill 
contained penalties for workers 
who struck after seizure. They 
were dropped at the insistence of 
the labor unions which fought the 
bill assiduously in committee hear- 
ings. Now, Gov. Edge wants them 
restored. So does his successor, 
Alfred E. Driscoll, who was in- 
augurated last week. 

Meanwhile, in the Missouri Sen- 
ate a bill has been introduced by 
State Senator Charles L. Madison 
of Kansas City that would enable 
the Governor to take over and 
operate any property affected by 
a strike or lockout provided he 
considers the public welfare im- 
paired. And Senator H. Raymond 
Williams of Cassville is preparing 
a bill to prohibit strikes by em- 
ployes of public utilities. 

As Bill Was Debated. 


New Jersey's law was baptized 
almost at its birth. While the 
bill was upder debate, nine gas 
and coke plants of the Public 
Service Co., largest public utility 
company in the state, were threat- 
ened with strikes. Unions repre 
senting about 1200 employes in 
the nine plants had demanded 
wage increases of 15 per cent. 
The company, which had recently 
concluded a wage agreement with 
employes in its electric power 
plants, offered the gas and coke 
workers the same 12% per cent 
obtained by the electrical work- 
ers. Its representatives main- 
tained the electrical workers 
would demand another 2% per 
cent if the company met the gas 
and coke workers’ demand, thus 
initiating “a second round” of 
bargaining. 

At the time the law was ap- 
proved by Gov. Edge, the Public 
Service Co. and the unions in the 
nine plants had reached an im- 
passe. The unions, independent 
organizations affiliated with nei- 
ther the AFL nor CIO, had given 
30 days’ strike notice as specified 
by the Smith-Connally Labor Dis- 
putes Act. The deadline was mid- 
night, April 4, nine days after the 
New Jersey las was recorded on 
the statute books. 0 

Three hours before the deadline, 
Gov. Edge signed executive orders 
directing State Commissioner of 
Labor Harry C. Harper to take 
over and operate the threatened 
plants. Spokesmen for the inde- 
pendent unions had assured the 
Governor they would respect the 
new law and remain at work after 
state seizure. 

Copies of the Governor's orders 
were rushed by state troopers to 
the Public Service Co. and to union 
leaders at Harrison, Paterson, 
Newark, Passaic, Glassboro, New 
Brunswick, here in Trenton and 
at two plants at Camden. The 
big west end gas works at Jersey 
City was not a party to the dis- 
pute, Its workers belong to the 
AFL Steamfitters and Plumbers’ 
Union, Local 273B, which negoti- 
ated with the company indepen- 
dently of the other unions. 


No Interruption. 


Camden night shift workers, due 
in at 11 o’clock,.reported 50 min, 
utes late. Others went in on 
time. There was no interruption 
of service. State Labor Commis- 
sioner Harper, a former major 
league pitcher, was aided by com- 
pany technicians and continued to 
run the plants until the wage dis- 
pute was settled, 

It took 48 hours for the State 
Mediation Board, an agency des-

>ignated to assist in the com- 


promising of disputed issues, to 
work out a formula for settling 
the controversy. Gas and coke 
workers got either 15 cents an 
hour or 12% per cent more, which- 
ever was greater, plus a cash 
bonus of $130 in lieu of retro- 
activity and other adjustments. 
On April 8, the plants were re- 
turned to the Public Service Co. 
Second Challenge. 

The law's second challenge came 
on June 17. Included in the April 
settlement was a stipulation by the 
company to negotiate with the 
wnions On numerous long-standing 


public utilities. 


grievances. At Paterson, gas 
workers felt they were “getting 
a run-around” on the grievances. 
They threatened to strike and 
walked out June 17. Twelve 
hours after the Governor seized 
the plant they returned. But their 
grievances were not settled. 

Once they returned, however, 
the Governor and the Mediation 
Board agreed to schedule a pub- 
lic hearing before a tri-partite 
panel on the Paterson grievances. 
Promptly, workers in the other 
gas and coke plants demanded an 
airing of their complaints. The 
Mediation Board decided to des- 
ignate one hearing panel for all 
the plants in place of nine sep 
arate ones for each. a 
This decision entailed complica- 
tions and delays. The Mediation 
Board had to name a labor repre- 
sentative to the panel acceptable 
to all unions, It took from June 
to December to find someone on 
whom all could agree. Then the 
Mediation Board had to set the 
several hearings. 

In the meantime, the contract 
of the Jersey City gas workers 
expired Aug. 8. They demanded a 
new one with wage increases of 
30 cents an hour above the April 
settlement which the company had 
extended to them even though 
they had not engaged in the earlier 
dispute. 

The Mediation Board set a date 
in early January for a hearing of 
the Jersey City dispute before the 
panel. Paterson had the first date 
because the strike there had pre- 
cipitated establishment of the 
panel. The Jersey City group, 
however, grew impatient and 
threatened to walk out. They set 
4 p.m., Dec. 24, as the deadline. 

Christmas Eve Test. 

Before the appointed time, the 
Mediation Board had been led to 
believe that. the men would re- 
main at work. It had promised to 


move up their hearing to the day 
after Christmas. But, on Christmas 
Eve, the New Jersey law was sub- 
jected to its third test. 

Word came from Jersey City on 
the morning of Dec. 24 that the 
west end workers were going out 
at 4 o'clock, They took with them 
the New Brunswick force, which 
had joined the Jersey City steam- 
fitters and plumbers’ local. Super- 
visory employes whom the com- 
pany immediately quartered in the 
plants took over operations and 
gas was diverted to Jersey City 
from the Harrison works. Four 
hours later Gov, Edge seized the 
plants. 


Léaders of the steamfitters and 
plumbers asserted it was not a 
strike against the state, because it 
occurred before the state moved 
in, They said it was a walkout 
against the Public Service Co. 
which, they charged, refused to 
bargain in good faith. The men 
remained out over the holiday and 
the following day, They were back 
at work at 8 a.m. Dec, 27, 

With the return of the Jersey 
City and New Brunswick crews 
on promises of speedy hearings, 
workers walked out at the Har- 
rison plant and the Newark sub- 
station. They provided about one- 
third of the state’s gas require- 
ments.

MID the turmoil of more pressing issues, it is still worth noting 
that Secretary of the Treasury John Snyder has firmly, asked 
former Secretary of the Treasury Henry Morgenthau Jr. for the

This stupendous document contains, in over 900 volumes, the 
stenographic record of every transaction that ever occurred in Mor- 
genthau’s office; the verbatim transcript of every telephone call; 
and a memorandum by Morgenthau of every White House or other 
important meeting which he left his office to attend. 


Snyder has based his request on 
the intention that such a docu- 
ment is essentially public in char- 


acter. Morgenthau has promised 
to think it over, but has returned 
no final answer. 

Snyder’s action is only the first 
move in a rather remarkable cam- 
aign of President Truman’s. The 

esident is determined to do 
something directly about the im- 
memorial American official habit 
ef leaving office with truckloads 
of government papers, and thus 
indirectly about the sad state of 
American history, The President 
is having a bill prepared, requir- 
ing all responsible officials leav- 
ing office to transfer their papers 
to the national archives. The bill 
will probably also include provi- 
sion for the organization of a 
small group of scholars to classify 
and prepare vital American state 
papers for publication under the 
guidance of the National Archivist 
or Congressional Librarian or 
both. It is high time that both 
steps were taken. 


Status of F. D. R.“ s Papers. 


If any proof is needed, the pres- 
ent situation of the pers of 
Franklin Roosevelt should provide 
proof, enough. With admirable 
foresight Roosevelt established the 
Hyde Park Library to contain his 
papers and memorabilia in part be- 
cause the Library of Congress was 
so far behind in codifying the 
state papers it already owned. 
However, with less genius as a 
lawyer than as a political leader, 
he failed to make clear in his will 
that the papers were left to the 
library, and not as part of -his 
residuary estate. 

Under American law, the papers 
of a public man, no matter how 
affected with the public interest 


his private property. Thus the 
Roosevelt family has been driven 
to apply to the Surrogate’s court 
in New York for an interpretation 
of the will. If the surrogate is 
absolutely literal, refusing to con- 
sider the President’s many plain 
statements of intention, the papers 
will be incorporated in the residu- 
ary estate.

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What Price Air Safety? 


In terms of toll in world personalities, the 
Royal Dutch Airline crash at Copenhagen is the 
worst in many months. Among the 22 persons 
who lost their lives were Grace Moore, small- 
town Tennessee choir singer who won stardom 
as a grand opera, concert and movig singer, and 
Prince Gustav, grandson of the King of Sweden. 
On takeoff for Stockholm, the plane banked 
when only 150 feet in the air and dropped to 
the ground. As soon as it hit, it burst into 
flames from which no one was saved. 

Consumption of the plane and loss of all 
aboard will make it difficult to determine the 
cause of the crash. Weather is about all that 
can be ruled out. The airline suggests possibil- 
ity of “mechanical failure” and “an abnormal 
condition” for the plane. The pilot, who flew 
Van Lear Black around the world in the late 
20s, was an expert; yet he was also the line’s 
oldest—old as pilots go, for he had been flying 
since 1918. 

It is a long way in both mileage and airplane 
and airfield safety equipment from Denmark to 
the United States. But the news from Copen- 
hagen inevitably recalls the series of sickening 
crashes in recent weeks in this country. And it 
will undoubtedly make more than a little im- 
pression on the House Commerce Committee 
which is now conducting an inquiry into air 
safety. The Senate Commerce Committee has 
been investigating the same subject in closed and 
Open meetings, hot with charges and counter- 
charges and replete witk statistics. : 

T. P. Wright, head of the Civil Aeronautics 
Administration, said the other day that radio and 
radar flying aids now being applied to civil 
aviation could have prevented nearly 25 per cent 
of last year’s crashes. That seems a most modest 
statement in view of the accomplishments re- 
corded recently in the news columns to ILS (in- 
strument landing system), which employs a 
beamed glide path and radio marker beacons, 
and GCA (ground control approach), wherein a 
radar crew on the ground “talks” the plane down 
to the runway. | 

In outlining the agency’s safety plans, Mr. 
Wright told the committee it is now installing 
ground control approach equipment at Washing- 
ton, New York and Chicago. The CAA, he said, 
will request funds for installation of that system 
“at our more congested airports” after the board 
has had an opportunity to perfect operations 
of the device. . 

Only a few days ago, in the Army's first emer- 
gency use in New York of GCA, three planes in 
desperate straits were talked down out of the fog 
to landings and — most likely — 36 lives were 
saved. Both Army and Navy used the system 


successfully in the war. The Navy was using it 


last December in Shanghai for its own planes on 
the very night that fog brought death to nearly 
100 persons aboard three Chinese planes that 
crashed near the city. The Navy’s first mishap 
with GCA, which occurred last Monday in Cali- 
fornia, has been attributed by the Navy to “a 
combination of pilot trouble,” and not due to 
GCA or its crew. 

All in all, it seems that GCA and ILS, one or 
the other and possibly both, should be in greater 
use right now. This deficiency is even more 
shocking in the light of Mr. Wright’s disclosure 
before the committee that $21,619,000 has been 
cut by the President’s Budget Bureau from 
funds requested by the Civil Aeronautics Ad- 
ministration for the fiscal year 1948. The CAA’s 
request for funds has been slashed drastically 
for several years, and in some cases as much as 
72 pe® cent, by the Budget Bureau—with some 
slight help from Congress itself. ö 

Possibly, with the series of disasters before 
them, the Budget Bureau and those members of 
Congress concerned will realize that a penny- 
wise pound-foolish policy in regard to air safety 
borders on the criminal.

A Good Labor Bill

One bill deserves more attention than it has 


received in the muddle of labor legislation in the 
Missouri Legislature. This is a measure by Rep- 
resentative Quentin Haden of Douglas county to 
permit enforcement of arbitration, where man- 
agement and labor have agreed voluntarily to 
arbitrate. 

As mattérs stand, an employer and his em- 
ployes may write into their collective bargaining 
contract all kinds of provisions for arbitration 
of grievances or other disputes. But when there 
is a showdown, either side may reject arbitra- 
tion, and nothing can be done about it. The con- 
tract is, in effect, broken. 

The Haden bill is patterned after the New 
York law. It provides that either management 
or labor can apply to Circuit Court for enforce- 
ment of an arbitration agreement, and the award 
of the arbitrators would be subject to court re- 
view upon appeal. This has the advantage of 
leaving State intervention out of collective bar- 
gaining until one of the disputants calls for it. 

Neither industry nor trade unions should ob- 
ject to the principle of this measure. It is not 
simply a means of ending disputes that cause 
strikes: It is a means of making employer and 
employe live up-to their pledged word, and of 
putting collective bargaining’ on a responsible 
basis. 
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Miami Beach and Granite Falls 


No machine guns chattered as Al Capone shuf- 
fled off this mortal coil. The former Public En- 
emy No. 1 died in bed in his luxurious villa on 
an island off Miami Beach, and perhaps the only 
sound that broke the stillness of the death watch 
was the warm Atlantic breeze rustling the fronds 
of the palm trees. In the cold austerity of Min- 
nesota, just a few days before, Andrew J. Vol- 
stead was gathered to his fathers, in a town 
called Granite Falls. 

When Volstead sponsored the law that gave 
his name to a whole era in American life, he 
could not have dreamed that he was, at the same 
time, paving the way for the bloody and spec- 
tacular career of Capone. A cheap Brooklyn- 
hoodlum, member of the Five Points gang, found 
in Volsteadism the means for amassing a fortune 
and for writing one of the goriest chapters in 
the history of crime. 

The latter-day Capone, no longer the swash- 
buckling head of a murder syndicate, whimpered: 
“I don’t want to die, shot in the street.“ Scarface 
Al must have been thinking of the agonized 
screams of hundreds of his victims in Chicago, as 


he consolidated his imperial power as head of the 
dry era liquor racket. He must have been think- 
ing of Diamond Jim Colosimo,of Dion O’Banion, 
of the Genna brothers, who didn’t die in bed— 
of Hymie Weiss, machine-gunned to death in 
front of Chicago’s cathedral. All these rivals 
Capone outlived. ae 

It was a magic career that he had. Once he 
wandered from Chicago, was picked up in Phila- 
delphia for carrying concealed weapons, and 
served 10 months in jail. No such indignity was 
ever visited upon him by the police of Chicago, 
And though his hands were red with murder, he 
was brought to justice finally only because he 
had failed to share his earnings with the United 
States Government. Violation of the income tax 
law is what sent him to Atlanta and later to 
Alcatraz.

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Straight to the Point 

Secretary of War Patterson has delivered an 
honest and straight-forward statement as to why 
the United States needs universal military train- 
ing. It is needed to provide an army “adequate 
to safeguard the nation,” he says, and not to im- 
prove the health or education of the country's 
youth, or for any other odd reasons which were 


devised to make compulsory training seem more | 


palatable. 

Unfortunately President Truman lent himself 
to these guises which fooled nobody. Addressing 
his new Advisory Commission on Universal Train- 
ing, the President said, “I want that word ‘mili- 
tary’ left out.” He*stressed that he considered 
the military phase “incidental.” As a result, the 
nation was treated to the strange sight of the 
War Department contradicting the Commander 
in Chief. The department issued a pamphlet 
which stressed the military necessity for train- 
ing, and said that “education would be a by- 
product.” 

No doubt the Army can improve the health 
and education of trainees—it did so during the 
war. But if those were the sole purposes of 
training, the country could find better ways of 
achieving them than turning young men over to 
military direction, Either we need military train- 
ing for military reasons, or we don't need it~ 
and Secretary Patterson has explained why we 
do: 

“Our first inkling of actual hostilities may be 
bombs and guided missiles crashing into our 
cities. Only trained men, disciplinéd to corop- 
erative effort, can meet the need of that hour.” 

May that hour never come, but it is the hour 
the nation must prepare for. It is the hour 
which calls for universal training now, 
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The Fallacy of Terrorism 

The kidnaping of a British business man in 
Palestine is part of a pattern of terrorism which 
is both understandable and deplorable. Some ele- 
ments of the Jewish community evidently feel 
that the British will do most to pacify whichever 
side of the Palestine controversy—Arabian and 
Jewish—will make the more trouble unless it is 
pacified. 

The terrorists, principally in Irgun and the 
Stern Gang, ‘are bent on proving that British 
pacification should lean to the Jewish side be- 
cause any violence the Arabs could do would be 
the lesser of two evils. In the present instance 
the kidnaping comes at a time when an alleged 
member of Irgun has been sentenced to die to- 
morrow for an attack on a police station. 

The horrible truth which the Jewish terrorists 
ignore is that dynamiting, arson, kidnaping and 
murder are as loathsome when they are com- 
mitted by Jews as they are when they are com- 
mitted by Arabs. Recourse to violence can only 
damage, in the eyes of the world community, the 
cause of either disputant that stoops to it. 

A large and important segment of the Jewish 
population in Palestine, and indeed throughout 
the world, is shocked and repelled by the ter- 
rorism. It is a fallacy which persuades the ter- 
rorists that they have any local advantages to 
gain by their crimes. To the contrary they are 
doing damage everywhere to Jewry’s legitimate 
aspirations for a national homeland.

“Inevitable” is the most cowardly and 
menacing word in America today. People 
speak of an inevitable“ crash. They ac- 
— appalling human misery. as “inevit- 
Able.“ 


This state of mind is unworthy of our 
bold and ingenious people. It is true that 
in the past we have had depressions. But 
why? Because in periods of boom we have 
never so conducted ourselves as to prevent 
the causes of the ensuing bust. 


Does it follow.that we must continue to 
be forever foolish? I say no. I say that 
we can begin right now to combat the 
causes of depression. 


Let us then memorize a simple basic 
economic principle. It revolves around 
the phrase “market demand.” Commodi- 
ties and services are produced in response 
to market demand. If market demand is 
steady, production—and our whole economy 
—is steady. If market demand is erratic, 
now way up and now way down, our whole 
economy will soar to inflated hysterical 
highs and then drop to depressed disastrous 
lows. 


A Time for Postponing 


Our problem is to make our market de- 
mand less erratic and more stable. I sug- 
gest certain actions appropriate to the 
moment of this writing. 


(1) Consumer Expenditures. Now is the 
time for the consumer to do a little post- 
poning. lest his purchases push prices un- 
duly up. This is his best way, as a citi- 
zen, to save the country from waking up 
tomorrow with a bad headache. 


(2) Government Bonds. Now is a good

We today have too much money in circu- 
This excess of money is a spur 
to runaway prices and inflation. 

It is sense for the consumer to save now, 
so that later when he redeems his bonds, 
and when money may be scarcer, he may 
be able to spend. 


(3) Capital Expenditures. Capital expen- 
ditures, just like consumer expenditures, 
are in a considerable degree postponable. 
Businessmen could make a great contribu- 
tion to the stability of our economy by 
postponing exorbitant plant expansion now 
in order to be able to expand later, when 
our whole economy may need expansion, 


(4) Sales Expenditures. We American 
businessmen cut our advertising and other 
sales expenditures to the bone when busi- 
ness is tough to get and we need it. This 
is the exact reverse of sense. Businessmen 
often blame the Government for spending 
when spending is not necessary. Let them 
not commit the same error themselves, 


(5) Wages and Prices. Businessmen 
shauld not grasp at every opportunity to 
hike their prices a notch higher. Wage- 
workers should not insist on wage increases 
which necessitate additional price in- 
creases. It is fun spiraling up on a roller 
coaster. But it ends in a steep chute that 
may take the breath out of you, 


What Government Can Do 


(6) Production. Some businessmen, in 
order to raise prices, have sometimes con- 
spired to restrict their collective output. 
Some unions, in order to spread work 
among their members, have sometimes con- 
spired to reduce their individual output. 
Now is the time to get rid of all restrictive 
devices whatsoever. Increased productivity 
is the best way to increase output and real 
wages, 


(7) Land. Many of our panics have been 
greatly deepened by collapses of inflated 
land values. Let us not now again, on the 
farm or in the city, bid land values up to 
heights impossible to hold. 


(8) Public Works. When the Govern- 
ment goes in for public works, it is a buyer 
of capital goods. But the Government 
should at this time be as other buyers 
should be: discreet and mindful of the fu- 
ture. Public works may be needed when 
private construction is slack. 


(9) Unemployment Compensation. In good 
times we should gladly pay the expenses of 
building up unemployment insurance 
against bad times, We ought to expand the 
coverage of our unemployment insurance 
system to include many groups of people 
not now covered. Businessmen who are 
skeptical will be grateful when that pur- 
chasing power begins to buy their products. 


(10) Taxes. The Government should main- 
tain high tax rates when there are too 
many dollars in circulation and when there 
is danger of inflation, But it should lower 
taxes when there are too few dollars in 
circulation and when we therefore need 
them for our private use. 


Dirty Business in Milk

The milk industry is proud of the fact 
that more Americans drink more milk and 
cream than ever before. The average Amer- 
ican consumed 200 quarts last year, com- 
pared with 160 quarts 10 years ago. 

This good news, however, is curdled by 
the actions of the milk producers supplying 
large Eastern cities in rigging the price of 
America’s “most widely used food.” They 
cut themselves in for $15,000,000 in addi- 
tional profits at the expense of the babies 
and children of consumers who must trim 
their use of milk to their shrinking pur- 
chasing power. ' 

It has not been so long since dairy farm- 


ers and other producers were screaming 
for the Government to abolish OPA and 
“let the law of supply and demand take its 
course.” If the law of supply and demand 
had been allowed to operate freely, the 
prices of butter and milk would have 
dropped. But a co-operative organized as 
a milk producers’ association bought up 
butter to keep the prices up. 

This is price rigging, and it’s not in the 
public interest any more than speculation 
in stocks and bonds was in the public in- 
terest in the pre-New Deal, pre-SEC days. 
The Government can, and must, prevent 
private tampering with the public economy. 


Between Book Ends 


Godfather of the 6.0. P. 


ALEXANDER HAMILTON, by Nathan Schachner. (Ape 
pleton-Century, New York.) 

Every age must pronounce its own judg- 
ments on past events and individuals. In 
biography, the necessity is particularly 
urgent, for at least two reasons: newly 
discovered manuscripts permit fuller and 
more accurate interpretations, while the 
never-idle process of change calls for new 
perspectives of the great men who have 
contributed to our culture. 

Nathan Schachner has made excellent 
use of manuscripts hitherto not available 
to Hamilton biographers. Time and again 
throughout his book we read excerpts from 
contemporary letterg and diaries that throw 
new light on phases of Hamilton's career. 

Mr. Schachner shows us not only Hamil- 
ton's amazing genius, but also the weak- 
nesses that prevented the fullest use of 
that genius. 

As Washington’s principal aid during the 
Revolution, Hamilton performed services 
that can hardly be measured, but pride and 
goading ambition drove him to an open 
break with the commander. Later, when 
the Constitutional Convention of 1787 paid 
little heed to his proposals, he sulked and 
virtually withdrew. He despised the masses 
and could not face the necessity of con- 
sidering their viewpoints. 

His greatest triumph was as our first 
Secretary of the Treasury, when by sheer 
brilliance and oratorical persuasion he 
forced upon a rather reluctant Congress 
the acceptance of his sound fiscal policies. 
Yet, as Mr. Schachner shows us, he con- 
doned undefhanded dealings in Govern- 
ment script and served as his brother-in- 
law’s agent in speculating with public money, 
Great men always make enemies, espe- 
cially if they are sure of their superiority 
and contemptuous of less logical minds. 
Hamilton might have served his adopted 
country better if he had not alienated Jef- 
ferson, while his long hostility toward 
Aaron Burr led at length to the almost 
inevitable duel that cost Hamilton his life. 
It is rather odd that, with all his skill in 
financial matters, Hamilton left less money 
than was necessary to support his large 
family, and friends had to take up a col- 
lection for his widow.

This collection of short stories about the 
Big City scene contains seven reprints of 
stories by Henrietta Fort Holland previous- 
ly published in the New Yorker between 
1932 and 1946, and two others with credit 
to Promenade magazines and the Atlantic 
Monthly. Nine additional “glimpses” that 
make up the book (206 thin pages) must 
have been resting comfortably in the tray 
of Henrietta’s trunk, carefully protected by 
rejection slips until they were revived to 
comply with book-length requirements. 

The New Yorker reprints are but second- 


rate New Yorker material, as the reader 


readily will realize if he regularly enjoys 
that discriminating magazine. One of them 
is reserved far the pay-off with last position 
in the volume. Entitled, “You Get All Turned 
Around Sometimes,” it is delightfully de- 
flating for both involuntary New York 
sightseeing guides and guests.

In his attack on Clapp, the Sen- 
ator wanted to know if TVA had 
sent engineers to Russia, The an- 
swer was no. The facts behind 
this particular bit of anti-TVA 
propaganda are simple. 

In the fall of 1942, the Soviet 
Purchasing Commission in this 
country asked the Lend-Lease Ad- 
ministration to furnish plans for 
dams to be constructed behind the 
Urals. These dams would replace 
other installations destroyed by 
the Germans, The request was 
passed on to TVA through the 
procurement division of the Treas- 
ury, and TVA complied with the 
request. 

This, of course, was at the time 
when Russia's allies were hoping 
and praying that Moscow and 
Stalingrad would not fall and that 
the Nazis would be stopped short 
of their goal. It was at me time 
when everything possible was be- 
ing done to sustain the Soviet 
Armies. 

Presumably this will be part of 
McKellar’s attack on Lilienthal, 
who was chairman of the board 
of TVA when the plans for the 
Russian dams were prepared. This 
bit of bogey-waving is so absurd 


any technical assistants, he dis- 
played a remarkable ‘knowledge 
of the Authority and of its func- 
tion under the act originally 
adopted by Congress.

Thus the leader of the French 
Communists deserted the French 
army in its hour of trial and fled 
to Russia. British communist 
Harry Politt was so caught off 
base by the outbreak of the war 
that it took him several days to 
get back in step with the Krem- 
lin. The Chinese Communists have 
for years fitted their every move: 
ment to the needs of Mother Rus- 
sia. Canadian “Communists sym- 
pathizer” (read: non-dues-paying 
Communist) 

Dr. Raymond Boyer admitted 
that the broke his oath to the 
British Government in order to 
transmit valuable military secrets 
to Russia. So too— if the affair 
was correctly reported—did a cele- 
bra British physicist. 

these foreign Communists 
readily admit that their first loy- 
alty is not to their respective coun- 
tries but to the Soviet Union.

During most of the next two 
years, while the Soviets remained 
technically neutral but morally on 
the side of Hitler, the Daily 
Worker urged “Communists in all 
countries ... to vote against war 
credits.” For Britain and France 
are not—as the Daily Worker said 
they were on Aug. 18, 1939-—“fight- 
ing to defend democracy.” 


Then suddenly on June 23, 1941, 
the tune changed.

JEWISH GROUP TOLD 


TN APPEAL TO YOUTH. 


Active ‘Support of ‘Next Gen- 
eration’ Lacking, Speaker 
Says at Convention. 


Delegates at the annual one-day 
convention of the St. Louis Coun- 
cil of the American Jewish Con- 
gress yesterday were challenged 
by Shad Polier, national vice 
president of the Congress, to en- 
list the active support of young 
people. 

Speaking in the Y.M.H.A. audi- 
torium before 500 men and women, 
representing 121.local organiza- 
tions, Polier, a young New York 
attorney, said: “This convention 
typifies the strength and weak- 
ness of the St. Louis council. 
You meet once a year and the rest 
of the time you let a Slonim car- 
ry the burden.” (M. J. Slonim, a 
real estate dealer, had just been 
re-elected president for the eighth 
year.) . 

“How many war veterans were 
here at this meeting?” Polier 
asked. “How many people under 
40 were here? Where is the next 
generation? I don’t see it here. 

“I have an unpopular role—to 
challenge you. You have a smat- 
tering of our program here, but 
there is need for greater vitality. 
You need a more democratic or- 
ganization and democracy means 
participation. You're too satis- 
fied.” | 
Another speaker earlier had dis- 
cussed the lack of information 
young Jews received about Jew- 
ish affairs. Rabbi Shepherd Baum 
of New York, an Army chaplain 
for four years, said: “One thing 
I learned in the Army was the 
abysmal ignorance of our young 
men of the facts of Jewish life. 
We must inform our young peo- 
ple to eliminate that poverty of 
information.” 
Rabbi Baum said the Jewish 
Congress had worked out a plan 
of bringing into the courts the 
question of racial quota systems 
at medical and dental schools. He 
described the filing of a suit by 
Rabbi Stephen S. Wise against 
Columbia University as “a historic 
moment.” 

The Rev. B. Frank Hall of Cen- 
tral Presbyterian Church said: 
“Anti-semitism is a symptom of 
the fact that true democracy does 
not exist. Anti-semitism and true 
Christianity cannot exist side by 
side.” Every nation and culture 
that has surrendered to anti-sem- 
itism has decayed and died as a 
result, he declared. 

“The Jewish people come down 
the ages stronger as a result of 
persecution,” he continued. “The 
blood of the martyrs has been the 
seed of a nobler Judaism... . 
Anti-semitism is a dark blot on 
our hearts. It is a deep cancer in 
our religious life. It is our prob- 
lem in a deep and humiliating 
moral sense. I pledge on behalf 
of your Christian brothers our 
love, hearts and hands to your 
fight.” 

Memorial services were held for 
6,000,000 Jews, killed in. Europe 
since the rise of Nazism. “We me- 
morialize the sadistic murder of 
one-third of our people,” Slonim 
said, As the audience wept, Rabbi 
M. H. Eichenstein related details 
of the gassing of children and 
their parents. The Jewish creed 
since the time of Moses has been 
peace and brotherhood, he said, 
adding, “Is this the penalty?” 

A resolution protested against 
illegal actions of the British 
Government in its administration 
of Palestine” and demanded that 
the country be established as a 
Jewish commonwealth. Another 
resolution urged a day of memo- 
rial to commemorate in Jewish 
history the heroic resistance of 
Jews of the Warsaw ghetto.

Report Shows Total 
$10,955,000 for 1946— 
Decline in Bequests. 


Gifts to charities in St. Louis 
in 1946 increased by $2,177,940 or 
25 per cent ovef the previous 
year, it was shown today in a re- 
port by the John Price Jones 
Corp. of New York, a public re- 
lations and fund-raising counsel 
firm. 

A total of $10,953,953 was given 
to charity in the city last year, 
compared to $8,776,013 the year 
before. Bequests made to charity, 
and not included in the total for 
gifts, decreased from $1,325,250 in 
1945 to $660,577 last year, the re- 
port stated. 

The nation over, the report 
showed a 31.22 per cent increase 
both in gifts and bequests. The re- 
port covers New York, Baltimore, 
Boston, Chicago, Los Angeles, 
Philadelphia, St. Louis and Wash- 
ington, Total of gifts and be- 
quests in those cities last year 
was $275,853,339. 

Foreign relief accounted for the 
largest amount of gifts in these 
cities last year, $55,832,280, and 
also the greatest increase—from 
$7,919,959 in 1945, when postwar 
channels for such relief were not 
yet completely open. Gifts to 
American war organizations de- 
creased considerably, Gifts to ed- 
ucation and organized social work 
increased, as did gifts for reli- 
gious purposes.

The first three teams in both 
the Eastern and Western divigions 
of the 11-club loop will qualify for 
the post-season series. In the 
playoffs, it was learned from 
Walter Kennedy, publicity direc- 
tor of the league, the champion- 
ship teams of each division will 
meet in a best of seven set. 

At the same time the second 
place clubs will tangle in a best- 
of-three series and the third place 
fives will clash in a similar two- 
out-of-three affair. After that the 
survivor of the second and third 
place eliminations will meet each 
other in another best of three se- 
ries for the right to meet the win- 
ner of the set between the 
divisional champions.

Busy Day on Farm 


Job of Turning Pigs 
Into Many Delicacies 
By Leonard Hall 


D ID I say we were busy yesterday? Wow! 
Yesterday we just sort of played around 
with getting a couple of 300-pound pigs 
ready to turn into those dozens of delicacies 
which some of us 

can remember from 

having been raised 

in the country a 

generation or 80 

ago. Today ve 

turned the pigs 

into those delica- 


cies. It's 7:30 and 
Mama and I are 
ready for bed. I 
remember a long 
time ago in this 
column I said 
something to the 
effect that it was 
too bad farm folks 
didn’t get together 
and help each other 
as they did in the good old days. Let me now 
and hereby publicly apologize for the statement. 
Ever since we've been in Belleview Valley, farm 
folks have been getting together and helping us 
and our main hope is that, once we have things 
really running smoothly at Possum Trot, we'll 
be able to chip in our share of help when it’s 
needed. 
x X * 

ONCE MORE we set the alarm especially early. 
Once more we got breakfast out of the way and 
started out to do the chores. It was just about 
this time that Perry and Martha McClary ar- 
rived—and without even asking what to do, 
Perry shucked off his windbreaker and joined 
me at the barn to pitch down hay for the steers 
while I poured the grain into their feed troughs. 
By the time that was finished, Stan and Kath- 
erine Turner drove up and shortly thereafter 
came Frances, Sutton to complete our sausage- 
making crew. Perry and I had the hogs 
stretched out on the big picnic table which we'd 
carried in onto the porch the night before. This 
gave us a fine place to work; well out of the 
wind, but where the meat had chilled out thor- 
oughly during the night. Once more we honed 
our cutting knives, got out the saw and went 
to work. 


x x 


THE FIRST JOB in cutting up a hog is to 
biock out the hams and shoulders, which are 
then set to one side. Next the ribs are sawed 
through, the spareribs cut out with as much or 
as little meat as suits your individual taste, and 
the sides of bacdn squared away. There isn’t 
any-one way of cutting up a hog carcass, be- 
cause the method depends on what you want to 
get out of it. I remember that up in St. Louis 
County most of the farmers did the whole job 
in a day, literally cutting up the meat before it 
had chilled and turning much of it into blood- 
sausage, summer sausage, metwurst and other 
cooked products before noon. These were highly 
flavored with garlic, packed ‘nto casings, popped 
into the big boiling kettles and finally taken out 
to be hung in the attic or smoked, as the case 
might be. Down here, on the other hand, we 
chill the meat out thoroughly and then start 
cutting up as I have outlined. Once the block- 
ing out has been done, I take over the trim- 
ming of the hams and shoulders, handling them 
to suit my fancy. We take off the hock on both 
of these in order to simplify the curing process 
—and use the hocks for cooking with boiled or 
green beans, either of which makes a mighty 
fine dish. We cut out a three-rib shoulder, then 
divide this exactly into halves to give us cuts 
better suited to a small family. The Joins are 
stripped away from the fat-back and s®me are 
out up into pork roasts for freezing, while others 
are stripped off the ribs to be cured as Canadian 
bacon—a delicacy that only a farmer can afford, 
these days. 


* 


PERRY AND I soon get into the swing of the 
job, and it isn't long before we're passing great 
trays of fat into the kitchen where the girls cut 
it up for the lard: kettle. Meanwhile, they've 
gtarted on a concoction made from the livers 
and a small amount of fat pork which, when 
it is ground, properly seasoned and processed in 
the pressure cookers, would be proclaimed the 
finest pate de foils gris by any French chef. 
Sausage comes next—enough for processing a 
couple of dozen quarts, but leaving the bulk of 
the sausage meat to be ground down at our cold 
storage plant at Ironton, where they have a big 
electric grinder to handle the job. This will be 
seasoned with salt, pepper, sage and marjoram. 
I remember reading, not long ago, an article 
telling how home butchering” on the farm was 
wasteful—that by-products couldn’t be utilized 
and that much of the meat killed and cured on 
the writer’s farm had been lost through spoil- 
age. As to the latter, I'd say this is a plain 
matter of cleanliness in handling the meat and 
of having sufficiently low temperatures (al- 
though above freezing) to keep down the bac- 
teria growth during the curing process. Except 
for the bristles and a few “innards” of extremely 
minor value, nothing need go to waste in the 
home butchering and curing of pork. And any 
slight loss is far more than overcome by the 
advantages. Many a farmer raises hogs which 
he sells to pay the interest on the mortgage— 
then spends more than he got for the hogs in 
buying meat at retail for his family. A little 
figuring would have told him to use the money 
spent on meat for paying the interest—and save 
his hogs to supply the family with nutritious and 


economical food.

TT WAS LATE when we finished —actually, we 
still have to render our lard tomorrow and put 
the various cuts down in brine to sugar cure. 
It was a beautiful display that was lined up 
there on the back porch. Just figure it out at 
the black market prices which were in vogue 
not many months ago. Four 24-pound hams, 
four shoulders and four picnic butts that add 
up to 60 pounds, four 12-pound sides of bacon, 
six fine pork loin roasts and two loins for cur- 
ing which total some 36 pounds, spareribs and 
backbone ad infinitum to be cooked fresh, cured 
or frozen, 30 gallons of finest grade fat for mak- 
ing lard, 50 pounds of lean pork sausage. Nor 
should I forget pigs’ feet, hocks, liver, cracklings, 
scrapple (we don’t make head cheese) and 
enough trimmings and odds and ends to cook 
and process and can to end the meat shortage 
for Chipper and Randy for a long time to come. 
On top of all that—it’s fun. And while we'll let 


our neighbors raise the pigs, there'll always be 


e pair of porkers in the pen at Possum Trot 
when autumn rolls round, fattening for the 
harvest.

HERE is just too much juice 
Tin canned peaches for making 

ideal pie if all the fruit and 
juice are used, In fact, perfect pie 
cannot be made with a fruit that 
has as much liquid as canned 
peaches. When most of the juice 
(about two-thirds of it) is drained 
off, however, excellent pie can be 
made, To have sufficient drained 
friut for a good sized eight or nine 
inch pie, one must start with two 
No. 2% cans. Of course, the 


‘drained off juice and the two or 


three reserved peach halves make 
a delicious sauce for ice cream 
sundaes or cottage or cornstarch 
pudding. With this kind of plan, 
it is possible to have delicious pie 
for one meal and an equally good 
pudding or ice cream dessert for 
another meal or two, so after all 
the cost for either meal is not 
exorbitant, 
Peach Pie. 

Two No. 2% can peach halves, 
one and one-half tablespoons corn- 
starch, two tablespoons sugar, onb- 
eighth teaspoon salt, two table- 
spoons water, one-eighth teaspoon 
almond extract, one recipe pastry 
for eight-inch crust pie. 

Turn peaches into a sieve and 
drain juice (about one cup) into a 
saucepan. Heat one-third cup juice 
to boiling. Combine cornstarch, 
sugar, salt and water to make a 
thin paste. Add to boiling juice 
and cook over medium heat about 
one-half minute until clear. Re- 
move from heat and add almond 
extract. Cool. Prepare pastry and 
line an eight-inch pie plate. Roll 
out top crust, cut steam vent in 
center and let rest. Reserve two 
or three peach halves for making 
peach sauce. Slice peach halves 
into quarters and fold into the 
one-third cup of thickened juice. 
Turn into pastry-lined pie plate, 
moisten edges and put top crust 
in place. Trim edges, seal securely 
and flute. Bake in a hot oven 
(450 degrees Fahrenheit) for 15 
minutes, reduce to 375 degrees 
Fahrenheit and bake 20 minutes 
longer or until crust is golden 
brown and juice bubbles out. Re- 
move from oven and cool. Five or 
six servings. | 

Canned Peach Sauce. 

One and one-third cup canned 
peach juice, two peach halves, 
chopped, two tablespoons corn- 
starch, two tablespoons sugar. 

Heat one cup of the peach juice 
to boiling, add paste made of 
cornstarch, sugar and remaining 
one-third cup peach juice and cook 
until sauce thickens. Add chopped 
peaches. 

Menus for Tuesday. 

Breakfast — Orange juice, hot 
cooked wheat cereal with brown 
sugar and milk, buttered toast, 
jam. 

Luncheon — Denver sandwiches 
(egg-ham and green pepper fried 
in patties, lettuce and raw spin- 
ach salad, raspberry gelatin. 

Dinner — Pan fried chicken, 
sweet potatoes with cranberry 
sauce, buttered brussel sprouts, 
canned Queen Ann cherry salad, 
peach pie. 

Sweet Potatoes With Cranberry 

Sauce. 

Cook one and one-half to two 
pound (four medium) unpeeled 
sweet potatoes by boiling. Remove 
skins and mash. Add one-half tea- 
spoon grated orange rind and one- 
fourth cup chopped pecans (op- 
tional). Place in greased baking 
dish, and mark deeply into serving 
portions. Make a good sized de- 
pression in each. Bruch surface 
with melted butter and place in a 
375 degrees overn for about fifteen 
minutes, or until it has a toasty 
brown surface. Just before serv- 
ing, drop a generous spoonful of 
the one-half cup thick cranberry 
sauce into each depression on top 
of each serving. 


Bacon Dressing 

A hot or cold bacon dressing is 
delightful with any salad greens 
or with boiled diced potatoes or 
shredded cabbage. Now that bacon 
is again available, after its long 
wartime and OPA absence, we 
shall enjoy renewing acquaintance 
with this old favorite. 

Add two tablespoons flour to six 
tablespoons hot bacon fat and stir 
into a smooth paste. Mix together 
one-third cup vinegar, a cup of 
boiling water and a good dash of 
paprika. Add to paste slowly and 
cook stirring constantly to the 
boiling point. Pour over the yolks 
of two eggs, still stirring, put in 
a double boiler and cook with 
stirring, until the egg is set. Pour 
over the greens or what have you 
while hot, or chill before using.

EOPLE are writing to me con- 
P stantiy now on the subject of 

juvenile delinquency. All over 
this country people are troubled 
at the increase in the number of 
youthful criminals and at the way 
delinquency extends down even to 
smal) children. 

I think it is time that we re- 
examined our theories of educa- 
tion. “Progressive education” is 
an interesting grouping of words. 
Naturally, we want education to 
progress to meet the times. We 
do not want it, however, to pro- 
gress to the point of doing away 
with some of the tried and true 
customs and traditions. These do 
not have so much to do with the 
actual school curricula as they do 
with the molding of character, I 
sometimes wonder if what is com- 
monly called progressive educa- 
tion, in the effort to make chil- 
dren enjoy school and develop 
their individual personalities, has 
not done away with some of the 
essential disciplines. These disci- 
plines made education in the old 
days, both at home and in the 
schools, seem somewhat harsh at 
times, but even the children came 
to recognize that in some ways 
they were valuable.

IN MRS. KLEEMAN’S BOOK 
about my husband’s childhood, she 
tells a story that my mother-in- 
law loved to recall. At a very 
young age—somewhere around 
seven, if I remember correctly— 
little Franklin came to his par- 
ents and sighed: “Oh, for free- 
dom!” Struck by the tone in 
which he said it, his mother asked 
him what he could do if he had 
complete freedom. He didn’t seem 
to know exactly, and so his parents 
told him that for one whole day 
he could do exactly as he chose. 
The day seemed glorious to him 
at the start; but as it wore on he 


found freedom less and less inter- 
esting, and by night he was quite 
willing to return to his usual obli- 
gations and restrictions. 

Until he went away to boarding 
school, my husband was taught 
almost entirely alone, so that the 
problems of the average school- 
room were not present. But every 
now and then, when I go into a 
schoolroom where every child is 
supposed to be developing his or 
her own personality, I find it 
somewhat confusing.

OF COURSE, parents in the 
home are to blame quite as much 
as the school for any condition 
that exists on a large scale. Per- 
haps what we really need is an 
investigation of how the parents 
of this generation, which is pro- 
viding us with so many young de- 
linquents, were brought up. They 
grew up to maturity in a postwar 
period like the present generation. 
Their parents were confused and 
the mechanics of life had out- 
stripped our ability to cope with 
the changes. 

Now, perhaps, we need to sit 
down and look over our whole 
educational system, from primary 
school to college; to examine as 
adults our own beliefs and stand- 
ards by which we live, and which 
we transmit to our children. That 
might be the shortest cut to find- 
ing the cause for juvenile delin- 
quency. Courts and reformatories 
and prisons are not the final 
answer.

Broken Windows. 

EOPLE in glass houses 
Pois, toss rocks around 

unless they know how to re- 
place windowpanes. So, for the 
benefit of those who don’t, we 
offer a few words on the art of 
glazing. 

First, remove the broken pane of 
glass, pull out the points that held 
it in place and clean off the old 
putty from the recesses. Measure 
the opening. and have your hard- 
ware store cut a pane of glass to 
fit, Get some glazier’s points and 
some putty while you're at it. Put 
the new pane in the sash and 
secure it firmly with the points. 
Space the points so that you will 
have at least four to each side 
of the windowpane. Don’t try to 
drive these points in with a ham- 
mer. Use a putty knife or a screw- 
driver to push them down until 
about half of their length is in 
the wood. Remember these points 
hold the glass in place, the putty 
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is to make the joint airtight. Work 
the putty around the edge of the 
glass. Take a lgok at one of the 
other windows and you'll see how 
deep the putty should be. Give 
the putty a day or so to set and 
then apply a coat of paint. This 
is important as putty will dry out 
and crack very quickly if it is not 
painted over,

South’s jump to five diamonds 
was decidedly forward in view of 
his void in partner’s heart suit 
and his own dire weakness in 
spades, but due to the perfect fit 
of the North-South hands, the 
final contract was excellent. 

West, apparently feeling that 
an attack on the unbid club suit 
was futile, laid down the heart 
ace, despite the heart bid he had 
heard on his left. South ruffed 
and right then and there acquired 
the fixed idea that the heart 
queen must be in East's hand, 
“since West would not have led 
away from A-Q.” 30, disdaining 
the trump finesse, South laid 
down the ace and queen of dia- 
monds. East won and, unim- 
pressed by the fact that his op- 
ponents had led trumps, continued 
that suit of his own accord, re- 
turning the diamond ten. 

That was declarer’s undoing. 
Later, he discarded on the heart 
king and led the heart jack 
through East for a ruffing finesse. 
but West took the queen for the 
setting trick. 

There was no need to play for 
the heart queen to be in East's 
hand. Declarer should have 
cashed three clubs, discarding 
two spades from dummy, then led 
a spade and taken the diamond 
finesse. Even if this finesse lost, 
South would be on safe ground 
since the opponents could not re- 
move more than one more trump 
from dummy.
